ings. A new era is dawning upon 
the world: an era of freedom, liberty, 
and democracy. 
Never again shall 


the powers of autocracy precipitate 
the world in another such horrible 
conflict. The blood of our soldiers 
was not shed in vain. We have won 
and liberty has triumphed."

spiratory diseases is carelessness or ig- 
norance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during the seasons when 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
in warm rooms too heavily dressed or. 
what Js even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed ID order to be 
comfortably warm. This is a very in- 
jurious practice.
